In response to applicant's argument that the applied art does not disclose "transmitting an electornic mail including a URL representing the 
image processing apparatus," the examiner respectfully disagrees. McCarthy discloses transmitting an electronic mail including a URL 
representing the image processing apparatus [= the mail server 28 notifies the user's client 30 of the available eamil, col.2, II. 57-59, 
including the document caputre system to solicit document metadata from a suer, col.1, II32-33 and col.2, II63-64, wherein the document 
metadata includes a URL to the first page of the scanned document, col.2, II.38-39]. 

In response to applicant's argument that the applied art does not disclose "wherein said mail address is associated with the user code 
representing a user," thee examiner respectfully disagrees. Goddard discloses wherein the mail address is associated with a user code 
representing a user [= emaiil address, fig.2]. 

In response to applicant's argument that the applied art does not disclose "wherein said image processing apparatus is operable when the 
user code is input and authenticated," the examiner respectfully disagrees. McCarthy discloses wherein the image processing apparatus is 
operable when the user code is input and authenticated [= a user 10 logs in and select, enters or is associated with basic caputre 
parameter, col.2, 11.16 through col.4, II.47] 
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
